State Insurance Commission- 
er J. Edwin Larson said today 
a rising chorus of complaints 
are reaching his office over dif- 
ficulties policyholders are ex- 
periencing in collecting claims 
from so-called “mail order in- 
surance" companies. 

Commissioner Larson said 
"insurance companies unauth- 
orized to do business in Florida 
are offering life, accident and 
health, burial and other types 
of insurance to the citizens of 
this State by direct mail solici- 
tation and advertising and by 
newspaper ads.” 

He said Floridians are warn- 
ed “not to buy” ‘mail order’ 
insurance from unauthorized 
companies, because our office 
is without jurisdiction to regu- 
late the business activities and 
procedures of these companies.” 

He said the insurance depart- 
ment is particularly helpless in 
the most vital field, “payment of 
claims, and regulation of the 
type of policies issued.” 

Larson urged persons ар- 
proached by one of the mail or- 
der firms to contact Insurance 
Commission field offices thru-

While the “mail order” firms 
are supposedly regulated іп 
their home states, Florida re- 
gulations do not apply to them, 
although plans are underway to 
initiate some sort of control 
over such companies when they 
attempt to do direct mail busi- 
ness in Florida, he said. 

Federal Trade Commission re- 
gulations apply only in limited 
fashion, since the FTC can step 
in only in the case of mislead- 
ing or false advertising. Larson 
said that provision "is of little 
comfort to the individual who 
thought he or she was covered, 
only to learn in time of need 
that the claim filed is not col- 
lectable." 

Larson said flatly: "Citizens 
of this State cannot rely for 
protection on the regulations of 
other states for the long distance 
advertising practices and solici- 
tation by mail of insurance by 
companies outside Florida." 

The "mail order" insurance 
problem has been aired in some 
areas of Florida by television 
stations, and newspapers, and 
appears to be growing in scope 
in recent months, insurance de-
